‘| Bolivia Warned by United Sta tes 


Allied Occupation 
Of Constantinople 
Precipitates Clash 


UNCLE SAM'S AID 
> TO PREVENT WAR 
OUGHT BY PERU 


Two Urgent Notes Al- 
ready Sent Bolivia by 
State Department, and 
Third May Follow. 


REPORTED THAT CHILE 
HAS BEEN INSTIGATER 


Disputing Nations Are 
Members of League, 
Which May Be Called 
Upon to Settle Trouble. 


Washington, March. 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Insistent repre- 
sentations to Bolivia not to dis- 
turb the peace of South America 
has been made by the American 
government as a result of the anti- 
Peruvian manifestations at La Paz. 
In connection with the communica- 
tions it was stated that Peru has 
sought the good offices of the 
United States to prevent hostilities. 
Two notes have been sent and a 
third is ready to go forward unless 
a reply to the others is received 
soon. The first was dispatched im- 
mediately after official news was 
received Monday of the attack on 
the Peruvian legation in the Boli- 
vian capital and the second was put 
on the cables yesterday. 

Officials view the situation as 
serious and the representations 
made by the state department were 
described as “urgent.” 

Dispatches to the Peruvian em- 
bassy today said events in Bolivia 
resulted from the influence of the 
Chilean government and the activi- 
ty of Chilean agents. It is known 
this view also is held in other dip- 
lomatic and in some official circles 
here. 

Effort to Force War. 

Embassy officials expressed tne 


Lelief there was an effort to force | 


l’eru into a war against its for- 
mer ally in the war, against Chile 
in the eighties, out of which grew 
the Arica-Tacna dispute. The Peru- 
vians charge General Montes, a 
candidate for the presidency of 
Bolivia, who is reported to be lead- 
ing the anti-Peruvian manifesta- 
tions; is being supported by Chile 
and is being supplied with arms 
and ammunition from that country. 

The exact situation in Bolivia is 
somewhat obscure, owing to the 
rigid censorship reported to have 
been imposed at La Paz. Reports 
reaching Peru that General Montes 
was mobilizing Bolivian reserves 
caused deep concern. At the Peru- 
vian embassy it was said that if 
this were true Peru would be 
obliged to call out its reserves as 
its standing army consisted only 
of a few thousand men. 

Members of League. 

Peru and Bolivia are members of 
the league of nations and if they 
sever diplomatic relations, the crisis 
thus provoked would, under the ar- 
ticles of the league covenant, be 
such as to bring the dispute to the 
official cognizance of the council 
of the league. 

Some diplomats considered such 
an eventuality not at all unlikely. 
They said such a case would have 
a peculiar interest as it would af- 
ford the first test of the strength 
and power of the league. 


Should Peru and Bolivia fail to), 


submit the dispute to the league, 
the council might be expected to 
take action on its own initiative. 
Since the court of international jus- 
tice, provided for adjudicating dis- 
putes, has not yet been organized, 
the allied supreme council, it was 
said, would deal with the matter. 

It was pointed out, however, that 
the dispute would not necessarily 
have to be referred to the league; 
that by mutual agreement the two 
countries could ask the good of- 
fices of a third power in arbitra- 
tion. 

Should the league council finally 


intervene, or some third nation be | 


called in, it would not be the first 
time that differences between the 
Latin-American republics had been 
submitted to European arbitration. 
The recent boundary disputes be- 
tween Colombia and Venezuela was 
referred to Switzerland for adjust- 
ment, and before that the king of 
Spain was called on to settle a sim- 
ilar. dispute between Honduras and 
Nicaraugua. 

Differences between the United 
States and Chile growing out of the 
Alsop mining claim in the latter 
country was referred to King 
George of England at the time 
Philander C. Knox was Secretary 
of state.

leaving 18 members unheard from 
in any way.

Disposition of the reservation was 
regarded as clearing up the last 
doubtful issue of the treaty fight 
and the leaders immediately made 
plans to bring a vote on ratifica- 
tion by Friday. By unanimous con- 
sent it was agreed to limit speeches 
on all other pending reservations 
to fifteen minutes, and to continue 
tomorrow’s session into the evening 


resolution into final form. About 
a& cozen reservations remain to be 
voted on, but it generally is con- 
ceded that none of them will be 
adopted. 

Bryan Urging Ratification. 

As the ratification controversy 
neared a conclusion, William J. 
Bryan began a series of conferences 
with democratic senators, throwing 
the weight of his influence against 
the advice of President Wilson that 
the. administr. on senate forces 
vote against ratification with the 
republican reservations. Mr. Bry- 
an is understood to have told his 
friends in the senate to take the 
best ratification they could get, but 
there was no evidence tonight that 
he had materially weakened the 
democratic forces standing out 
against the republican program. 

Mr. Bryan disclosed his plans to 
some’extent tonight, speaking be- 
fore the local Bryan Democracy 
club, when he said he would urge 
the party convention at San Fran- 
cisco to adopt a platform plank 
favoring amendment of the consti-

Heuston today wrote to the house 
ways and means committee, urg- 
ing an immediate simplification of 
these taxes and substitution of a 
flat tax on excess profits instead 
of the graduated rates of 20 and 40 
per cent. 

Only very Moderate reductions 
may be made in the calendar year 
of 1922, collected in 1923, the sec- 
retary wrote. Under the plan of a 
flat tax, the letter stated it would 
be possible to adopt a declining 
rate, say, of 25 per cent for the 
first year in which the change is in 
operation, 20 per cent for the sec- 
Ond year and 15 per cent there- 
aftef. 

Unless action is taken at the 
present session of congress, Mr. 
Houston said, existing taxes ‘“‘must 
continue to be collected on the basis 
of the present law until the close 
of the calendar year 1922.” Such 
a condition, he wrote, “is contem- 
plated with the gravest apprehen- 
sion.” 

Cost of Court Decision. 

Immediate losses to the govern- 
ment under the supreme court’s de- 
cision that stock dividends are not 
taxable will approximate $105,000,- 
000, the letter stated. Secretary 
Houston added, however, that the 
ultimate loss would be only $25,- 
000,000, as much of the original loss” 
would be regained through the sale 
of stocks and subsequent taxes on 
them. The secretary estimated that 
$35,000,000 collected in 1918 would 
have to be refunded and $70,000,000 
would be lost on 1919 taxes.

HOWARD HONORED 


BY RAILROAD MEN 


Elected Chairman of the) 

Southeastern Passenger 
Traffic Association at 
Meeting Held Wednes- 
day Afternoon. 


The conference of the executive 
officers of the railroads operating 
south of the Ohio and Potomac riv- 
ers and east of the Mississippi, 
which hag been in session in the 
Healey building during the last two 
days, adjourned yesterday after- 
noon, its deliberations having re- 
sulted in the re-establishment of the 
Southeastern Passenger Traffic as- 
sociation, which was abolished when 
the government took control of the 
roads. 

The organization will 
maintain its offices on the sixth 
floor of the Healey building, in 
charge of W. H, Howard, who was 
elected chairman of the association. 
Mr. Howard occupied this position 
before government control,. and is 
now merely reinstated to the post 
he formerly held. 

The association had changed its ar- 
ticles so as toinclude steamship 
lines as well as railroads among 
those eligible for membership, and 
the executive committee of the asso- 
ciation was increased from thirteen 
The new com- 
mittee will have charge of freight 
bureau accounts and the freight in- 
spection committees established by 
the government during its control. 

The executive committee is formed 
of one member from each of the 
lines in the association, among 
Which are .the Southern railway, 
Seaboard Air Line, Norfolk and 
Western, Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, Louisville and Nash- 
ville, Illinois Central, Atlantic Coast 
Line, Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic and the Central of Georgia 
railways and the Merchants’) and 
Miners’ company and the Clyde 
Steamship company.

Berlin, March 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The resignation 
of Chancellor Kapp and his chief 
officials is confirmed by the follow- 
ing announcement:

General von Luettwitz has retired 
for similar reasons. 

“The vice chancellor, in the name 
of the imperial president, Ebert, 
has accepted the resignations and 
has entrusted Major General von 
Seecht with the provisional conduct 
of affairs as commander-in-chief.”- 

Wolfgang Kapp has fled Berlin. 
leaving the chancellery in an au- 
tomobile at 6 o’clock this evening. 
KAPP SUCCEEDED 
BY VON LEUTTWITZ. 

Berlin, March 17.—(Evening)—(By 
the Associated Press.)—After hold- 
ing the reins of power for less thar 
five days, Dr. Wolfgang Kapp, the 
self-appointed chancellor and dig-_ 
tator, has retired from office and 
comrol. He resigned today, and an 
official communication explained 
that the chancellor considered his 
mission fulfilled when the old gov- 
ernment decided to meet the most 
essential demands addressed to it. 
He was also moved to this action 
by the extreme necessity of the 
fatherland, which demanded union 
against the dangers of bolshevism. 

The official communique, an- 
nouncing the resignation of Chan- 
cellor Kapp, says: 

“The Bauer government, having 
voluntarily decided to fulfill the 
most essential political demands ad- 
dressed to it, the rejection of which 
on Saturday led to the establish- 
ment of the Kapp government, 
Chancellor Kapp considers his mis- 
sion fulfilled and retires, resign- 
ing the executive power again into 
the hands of the military com- 
mander in chief, 

“In this he is moved by the con- 
viction of the extreme necessity of 
the fatherland, which demands 
solid union of all against the anni- 
hilating dangers of bolshevism.”

Former Kaiser 


Heavily Guarded 
By Dutch Troops

| Asociated Press.)—Reinforcement of 


the Dutch guard at von Bentinck 
castle, which since the middle ages 
has been protected by moats and 
drawbridges, has made the former 
German emperor’s refuge a _ veri- 
table prison fortress, capable of de- 
fence even in the unexpected event 
of an attack by raiders desiring to 
free the exile. 

The castle is situated in a big 
square. The four sides are posted, 
while two of them have additional 
walls. The latter two sides are 
on the public road and on the other 
two sides, which have no walls, are 
private paths belonging to the von 
Bentincks. Constables and military 
police patrol the roads with loaded 
rifles night and day. 

To the right of the main entrance 
is a small building in which rest 
reinforcements. Here sentries are 
Behind this main gate- 
way, a distance of 130 yards, is 
another gate, barring the inner 
driveway to the drawbridge. More 
sentries are stationed here. Still 
further on, where the road bends 
at yet another gate there is also a 
guard. Then turning to the right 
a driveway leads to the terrace on 
which the castle stands. Police 
patrol this terrace. 

At the rear of the castle there is 
a garden, then a moat and then a 
private pathway on the dike and 
this is constantly patrolled. Be- 
yond the dike is a meadow land 
crossed by ditches and hedges and 
in the meadow are patrols who are 
particularly warned ae guard 
against the landing . of airplanes 
there. Only the Bentinck 
family and the former emperor's 
few servants have permission to 
enter the castle. 

So strict has the control over the 
former monarch become that J. B. 
Kan, general secretary of the 
Dutch government, who is charged 
with guarding the Hohenzollerns 
and is personally known to most of 
the sentries, had to produce & pass 
before being admitted Monday af- 
ternoon.

The dead walis of Constantino- 
ple were placarded with a procla-~ 
mation by Major General Wilson, 
of the British troops, declaring that 
any one committing any act that 
threatened the safety of the allied 
forces would be tried by  court- 
martial and sentenced to death, or 
such other penalty as the court 
might fix. The proclamation was 
printed in Greek, English and 
French, and it was eagerly scanned 
by curious crowds in all sections 
of the city, which, after the land- 
ing took place, wandered around 
the streets in a dazed manner, ap- 
parently unable to understand ex- 
actly what had happened.

Continued Delay. 

There was continued delay on

virtually have abandoned hope of 
oe ratification of the na- 
tional suffrage amendment in this 
state. That is grudgingly conced- 
ed. They fear the tremendous in- 
fluence of Will H. Hays, chairman 
of the republican national commit- 
tee, on republican leaders here, and 
the pressure on democrats from 
members of the Wilson adminis- 
tration. 

The antis know that both big po- 
litical parties look to Delaware to 
ratify the amendment and that the 
ecards are stacked against them. 
They realize that the fight here 
is purely political, that is, it is not 
a suffrage and anti-suffrage battle 
as such. It is a contest between 
the republican and democratic par- 
ties for the prestige of putting over 
the thirty-sixth state in the union, 
with none of the leaders of either 
party willing to be responsible for 
its defeat. 

The national women’s party has 
ceased its propaganda work. It is 
not at all interested in meetings 
and demonstrations. Its’. officers 
are devoting all of their time to 
the business of keeping the lead- 
ers of the republican party in line. 
These women are not. soliciting 
votes from the members of the Del- 
aware house and senate. 

Situation Satisfactory. 

Mrs. Florence Bayard Hilles, head 
of the women’s party in Delaware, 
has received assurances from T.

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Idaho Sentiment Divided 
By Palmer and McAdoo 


Following is another of the 
special articles on the political 
Situation in each state of the 
union, written in an impartial 
and non-partisan manner by 
Mr. Hollomon, The  Constitu- 
tion’s Washington correspon- 
dent: 


By James A. Hollomon. 

Washington, March - 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It was said that a beverage 
of memory made the great city of 
Milwaukee famous. Perhaps so. It 
is now said that a single member 
of the United States senate has 
made the great state of Idaho fa- 
mous: Again, perhaps so! Cer- 
tain it is that Senator Borah is one 
of the most talked-about men in 
America, and I am not sure that he 
is not one of the ablest, even if he 
is a minority in his treaty attitude. 

But it is not Borah that this arti- 
cle is to deal with, but with poli- 
tics in general in the state that 
Borah and the Non-partisan league 


made famous. 

The latter cannot be ignored, for 
it cut up such a rumpus in Idaho 
politics two or three years ago 
that a subsequent machine legisla- 
ture abolished their primary law in 
that state in order to destroy the 
vehicle that it seemed to be able 
to ride best. As the matter stands 
now there are about 20,000 non- 
partisan league voters in Idaho, but 
in nominating conventions they don’t 
cut much figure, and in the general 
elections they are compelled to live 
unp with one or the other of the ma- 
jor parties, although they frequent- 
ly split their ballots, voting for a 
republican in one place and a 
democrat in another, and so on, 
They do have statewide primaries 
iS, county primaries all 
over the state —to choose dele- 
gates to the state conventions. 


Conventions Nominate. 


These conventions now do. the 
nominating. This is the first year 
under tnis new law, hence the plan 
is yet untried. Just how it will 
work out remains to be seen. Botn 
parties, of course, handle the situa- 
tion alike. At the county primaries 
the democrats chése delegates to 
the democratic state ‘conventions, 
the republicans to the republican 
State conventions, etc. These con- 
ventions are to be held simultane- 
ously the latter part of August, and 
the county primaries to name the 
delegates will be held thirty days 
preceding, or the latter part of July. 


Idaho as to just what may 
pen. 

There are two exciting contests 
on, that for United States senator 
to succeed the encumbent, John F. 
Nugent, democrat, whose term. ex- 
pires March 4, 1921. Nugent, it 
will be recalled, is the only demo- 
crat in the delegation in either 
branch of congress, and was ap- 
pointed by Governor Alexander, 
democrat, to succeed the late Sen- 
ator Brady. -This appointment was 
made in January, 1918, for the in- 
terim until the fall election of that 
year, and on November 5, 1918, Nu- 
gent was elected over his republi- 
can opponent for the balance of the 
unexpired term. He was indorsed 
by the non-partisan league, and 
this factor, ‘holding at the time a 
balance of power, aided the organ- 
ized democrats very materially in 
putting a democratic candidate 
over. Senator Nugent is a candi- 
date for re-election, and at this 
writing has one opponent in his 
own party for the convention nomi- 
nation. That is Chief Justice W. M.

The Real Fight. 


The real fight is being waged by 
former Governor F. R. Gooding, re- 
publican, who is the leading republi- 
can candidate for the nomination of 
his party, against two other repub- 
lican candidates, who also aspire to 
the party nomination for the sen- 
ate. They are Colonel lL. V. Patch, 
of Fayette, a prominent business 
man who served overseas for two 
years as the commanding officer of 
the 146th regiment, and Captain Al- 
bert H. Conner, of Sawpoint, who 
also served overseas, was wounded 
in the Argonne, and was later con- 
nected with the judge advocate gen- 
eral’s office in Washington. Both 
of these soldiers made excellent 
records. They were both prominent 
in republican politics in Idaho be- 
fore the war, the former having 
been adjutant general for his state 
for several terms, and the latter 
having been speaker of the house. 


Just what figure the Legion of Hon- 


or is going to play is a problem. 

In the meantime Governor Good- 
ing is an old war horse. He made 
the race against Nugent in 1918. 
He is rich, being a banker ani 
ranchman. He has served two terms 
as wovernor, and has been state 
chairman of the republican central 
committee. If he gets the republi- 
can nomination, and Nugent gets 
the democratic nomination again, 
which is probable, the race will bea 
notable one in the late summer and 
early fall months. There is reason 
to believe that the non-partisan 
league will again line up with Nu- 
gent by reason of the fight made 
on them in the legislature by Good- 
ing when the primary law was re- 
pealed. Although it is only fair 
to say that organization men _ in 
both parties were interested in the 
repeal of the primary. 

Governor D. W. Davis, republi- 
can, is a candidate for nomination. 
The present speaker of the house, 
M. A. Kiger, a republican, is also 
a candidate. 

At one time Davis thought of 
running for the senate against Nu- 
gent, but later put the ambition 
aside for the present. There are 
no democratic candidates for the 
nomination for governor at this 
writing, though very probably will 
be before the entries close. 

Congressional Situation. 


In the two congressional dis- 
tricts the present inoumbents, both 
of whom are republicans, have no 
announced opposition as yet. They 
are Burton IL. French, of the first, 
who has been in congress about 14 
years, and 1s now only 45 years old, 
and ,Addison T. Smith, of the sec- 
ond, who has been in congress eight 
years. Both of these members will 
very probably be returned. 

The republican and democratic 
conventions to name delegates to 
the respective national conventions 
meet simultaneously on the 28th of 
April. The delegates to both con- 
ventions will go uninstructed, al- 
though, of course, efforts are being 
made to get delegation leaders fa- 


vorable to specific candidates. There 
is a strong Johnson’ sentiment 
among the republicans by reason of 
the strong Borah following, but it 
is very probable the republican 
delegation will cast a complimen- 
tary vote for Borah, ready to follow 
it up if his name becomes a con- 
vention factor, Wood has the 
strongest organization in Jdahy, 
and no doubt will get part of the 
delegation after. Borah is eliminated. 
Geographically, of course, Borah is 
handicapped. 

The democratic sentiment is 
divided between Palmer and Mce- 
Adoo. On the whole the democrats 
are administration followers. The 
anti-administration following in 
the party organization is negligible. 

In 1916 Idaho went for Wilson. 
The vote was 70,504 against 55,368 
for Hughes. In 1918, however, 
Samuels, democrat for governor, 
only received 38,499 votes to 57,625 
for Davis, republican.. 

Idaho is fighting territory 
both parties. 


ANT-TRUST MEASURE 
APPLIES TO INDUSTRY 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia 
Servicee—Copyright, 192 

Washington, March 17.—Indus- 
trial and business organizations 
which continue to operate the so- 
called “open competition plan” by 
means of market information ex- 
changed among members will be 
subject to prosecution for violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

This was made plain by the de- 
partment of justice today as the re- 
sult of the decision rendered in the 
United States district court at Mem- 
phis in the case of the American 
Hardwood Lumber -Manufacturers’ 
asociation. The court held that the 
practice of the lumber manufac- 
turers in exchanging through a 
common secretary, reports showing 
their respective rates of production, 
stocks on hand and prices’ each 
member received on actual. sales 
amounted to suppression of compe- 
tition. 


Tends to Increase Prices. 


Judge McCall, who rendered the 
decision, concluded that the tend- 
ency of the exchange of such in- 
formation was to increase prices, 
as the government had charged. 
The reports in question were refer- 
red to throughout by the hardwood 
manufacturers as “marked infor- 
mation.” 

If sustained by the supreme court, 
Judge McCall’s. opinion will have 
the effect of wiping out the swap- 
ping of trade information which 
has become common practice with 
the members of the majority of 
the business organizations of the 
country. It is the view of depart- 
ment of justice officials that dis- 
continuance of the _ practice will 
have a marked effect upon prices. 
C. B. Ames, assistant to the attorney 
general, in charge of anti-trust 
prosecution said today: 

“The proceeding against’ the 
hardwood lumber men was of a 
civil character, but the government 
considers that the law as applied 
in the case is clearly established. 

“The members of other: corre- 
sponding organizations will not be 
considered by the department of 
justice as entitled to conduct simi- 
lar operations in the future be- 
cause they may have filed papers in 
Washington, or because of other 
similar reasons: The department 
will, if necessary, institute pro- 
ceedings of an appropriate char- 
acter to enforce the law.” 

Notwithstanding the fact’ that 
affidavits of practically all the 
hardwood manufacturers”9 asserted 
there has been no agreements be- 
tween. them .to_ increase _ prices, 
Judge McCall said: 

Combination Formed. 


‘Tt cannot be with reason de- 
nied that defendants formed a com- 
bination to promote the interests of 
the members of the plan by main- 
taining price levels, and it is dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, on this 
record to escape the conclusion that 
the purpose and intention of the 
plan was to suppress competition 
among its members in the hard- 
wood lumber manufacturing busi- 
ness wherein the production of 
hardwood lumber was to be Kept 
low enough to matinain prices on 
an ascending scale, but not so low 
as to drive prices to such heights 
that consumers would be induced to 
use substitutes. These two ob- 
jectives mark the margins of the 
channels through which the mem- 
bers of the plan conducted by its 
manager of statistics were to steer 
interstate commerce in hardwood 
lumber and through which it was 
successfully streerer on up to the 
filing of this bill.’

There jis no more justice in 
charging a fee for the use of a 
public swimming pool than there 
would be in exacting a toll for the 
use of the public school facilities, 
the courthouse or the state capitol. 

J. Oscar Mills, chairman of the 

board of county commissioners, is 
quoted by Mr. Bailey as having in- 
formed him that— 
“the county would not expend a 
single dollar in putting the Grant 
Park swimming pool in condition 
for opening unless the city would 
formally agree to make no charge 
of admission at any of the city 
swimming pools.” 

This is right! Public swimming 
pools contribute not only to the 
pleasure of the children, who are 
their chief patrons, but to the 
health and physical fitness of the 
community; and surely a city of 
Atlanta’s size, and resources and 
prosperity call afford to keep its 
pools open to its citizens. 


A GOOD SIGN. 
Announcement of the decision of 
President Fairfax Harrison, of the 
Southern Railway system, not to 
qualify for the government guar- 
antee which, under the recently 
enacted transportation act, was of-

fered for the six months following’ 


March 1, will attract nation-wide 
attention to the south as a sub- 
stantial indication of confidence in 
the continued prosperity of this 
section. At the same time it is an 
evidence of the confidence which 
the Southern’s chief feels in the 
rank and file of the great indus- 
trial army he heads, which should 
bring every man in the organization 
to his toes with determination to 
prove to President Harrison that 
his confidence was not misplaced. 

Under the transportation act rail- 
way companies were offered for 
this six-months’ period a guarantee, 
equivalent to the “standard re- 
turn” which they received from 
the United States railroad admin- 
istration during the period of fed- 
eral control. For the Southern 
Railway company this would have 
been approximately $9,500,000, and 
for the four companies involved 
something over $12,500,000. 

This was a surety not -to be: 
lightly viewed, but President Har- 
rison did not hesitate to take the 
sporting chance. Quick action was 
necessary, as those roads which de- 
sired to take advantage of the guar- 
antee were required to qualify for 
it by March 15. An interesting 
sidelight is that the decision was 
reached after a short trip through 
the heart of the territory served by 
the Southern.

Can you tell me some strong disin- 
fectant I can keep in my room to 
ward off the flu and other dis- 
eascs? I suppose carbolic acid is too 
dangerous to have around. (Mrs.

ANSW ER—There is no such disin- 
fectant. It is a silly superstition 
exposing disinfecants to the air any- 
where with any such purpose. Fresh 
airand sunlight will give the pro- 
tection.

Recent events in B@rlin supply the 
final demonstration of the conse- 
quences of a full year of allied inco- 
herence, weakness and blindness, 
A little more than a century ago 
Napoleon from Elba saw the Vienna 
congress degenerate into a group 
of quarreling nations, saw the unity | 
whieh had brought fuin to his| 
schemes disappear, saw the restored | 
Bourbon monarchy lose all respect 
at home and become contemptible 


abroad. Seeing these things, Napo- 
leon returned to France. 


Unhappily for the great emperor, 
his return came too soon; had he 
waited a few months more not im-. 


rossibliy he would have found no, 
real obstacle in his pathway, and 
he might ever have obtained allies | 
froin the ranks of his enemies. To- 
Gay the first question one must ask 
is whether the German reaction has 
come too soon. It is not a case of 
the returr of an emperor: the old 
system, not the of}d figurehead, has 
reasserted control. So far the sit- 
uation in March, 1920, differs radi- 
cally from that of the Napoleonic 
era, 

But on al} other side the parallel | 
is striking. The Ebert government | 
is an unpopular as was that of. 
Louis XVIII., it has been equally 
impotent in the face of: foreign pol- | 
itics, aggressions and _ intolerable 
abises. It has failed to restore 
prosperity at home, to enforce re- 
spect abroad, it has been unable to 
transform’ the @efeat of the “old 
gang” into a victory by its peace 
regotiations with the allies. 

Single Hope Left. 

A single hope now exists for the 
non-Prussian world. It may be that, 
like: Napoleon, the junkers have! 
struck too soon. It may be that | 
the return of the militaristic control 
in Germanyy will serve to resore 
the alliance which has disintegrated 
in recent months. It may be, that 
the British and American leaders, 
perceiving that they were wrong, 
and the French right, in their esti- 
mate of the European situation, will 
now teke the steps necessary to 
break the German menace once for 
ali. 

But every American must recog- 
nize that tha victory of 1918 is now 
placed in utmost jeopardy. The men 
who today control Germany are the 
men who made the war, they are | 
the exponents of that policy of ruth- | 
lessness expressed in the submarine | 
campaign and in the invasion of 
Belgium. Unless they are decisively | 
beaten, unless their control of Ger- | 
many is broken, then, in fact, the |

this city. Despite the fact that 
practically a similar need was felt 
in each city, Birmingham operated 
her affairs on an expenditure lesa 
than half as large as that required 


by Atlanta. 

Mr. Goodhart quoted figures tend- 
ing to demonstrate the higher effi- 
iency of the administration of Bir- 
mingham’s affairs, as pitted against 
Atlanta, handled “under a system 
modeled fifty years ago, and which 
has not been brought up to the 
standards required of it with At- 
lanta’s growth.” 

The need for better streets, better 
schools and many other things 
which have been stated from time 
to time as urgent to Atlanta’s ad- 
vancement, said the alderman, are 
subservient to the acquirement of 
a new city charter. 

New Charter Needed.* 

“a charter,” said Mr. Goodhart, 
“which will give Atlanta a busi- 
nesslike, efficient form of govern- 
ment, and one not subject to the 
petty political machinations, bick- 
erings and various’ inefficiencies 
that are so evident with the pres- 
ent method of operating the city’s 
affairs, is needed.” 

Mr. Goodhart said that there was 
no question that Atlanta needed 
bond issues for her school and 
stréet improvements, but he said 
that the.fact had been demonstrated 
that these large bond issues could 
not be passed before the Atlanta 
citizens were given a government in 
which they had the utmost confi- 
dencé. 

“It’s not the é#city hall crowd,’ 
so-called, that is subject to criti- 
cism,” he continued, “It’s the sys- 
tem under which they are forced to 
operate and the thousand and one 
disadvantages they are forced to 
wear. They do the best they can 
under existing conditions, and it’s 
up to the people of Atlanta to 
change the conditions, so that the 
city can advance.” 

Mr. Goodhart also said that there 
would ceftainly be objections to 
a change in the city’s charter, be- 
cause of the fact that many people 
liked the political business which 
the present form of government in- 
spired, and would hate to give up 
their ward political prestige. 

". G. Manley, of the Bankers’ 
Trust company, said that the people 
should be apprised of the careless 
manner in which the city’s affairs 
were conducted, and that they 
would demand a change in the 
government when they were shown 
the faults.

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New York, March 17.—All indica- 
tions point to the conclusion that a 
verdict of guilty was returned and 


a sentence agreed upon this after- 
noon by general court-martial in 
the case of United States govern- 
ment versus Grover Cleveland Berg- 
doll, millionaire draft dodger of 
Philadelphia. At about :30 the 
finding of the court was handed to 
Lieutenant Colonel Charles C. Cres- 
son, the trial judge advocate, who 
asked the court for a sentence of 
thirty years in a penitentiary. 

No announcement concerning the 
finding of the court can be made 
until it is passed upon by the re- 
viewing authority. This, it was 
said, may not be done for several 
weeks. The only inkling of the fate 
of Bergdoll which will be known 
before that time will be in case of 
an acquittal, when an order for his 
release from confinement will be 
issued. This order will very prob- 
ably be issued tomorrow morning 
if the court rendered a verdict of 
not guilty, a situation which is not 
expected even by counsel for the 
defense.

NEGROES URGED TO AID 
FIGHT ON ILLITERACY 


3,000 Adults in Fulton Un- 
able to Read or Write, 
Organizer Says. 


The negroes of Atlanta have not 
as yet responded as they have in 
other centers of tha state toward 
the movement to reduce illiteracy 
among their own people, and Lydia 
Thornton, organizer from the Geor- 
gia illiteracy commission, has ask- 
ed help in teaching her people in 
this section how to read and write. 

She is being assisted in organiz- 
ing her classes in Atlanta by Louie 
Shibery, a graduate of the Atlanta 
university, and a director of the 
Gate City Kindergarten association 
for negro children, She is a volun- 
teer worker in the illiteracy com- 
mission. 

Lydia Thornton is a graduate of 
the Tuskegee institute. 

In Macon she organized classes 
when 500 negroes were taught to 
read and write, and 500 more are in 
night classes working for the same 
object. 

“T have had conferences with 
many of the ministers of the Atlan- 
ta churches and they assure me 
their co-operation,” she said. “But 
I wish to see the negro population 
of Atlanta aroused in the move- 
ment.

Many Substantial Gains 
Registered at Market’s 
Close on News of Secre- 
tary of Treasury’s Ad- 
vice. 


New York, March § 17.—Stocks 
were active and strong at the open- 
ing today, dull and uncertain dur- 
ing the intermediate session and 
higher than at any previous period 
in the final hours, when many sub- 
stantial gains Were registered. 

The spirited rebound in the later 
trading followed word from Wash- 
ington that the secretary of the 
treasury had advised against the 
imposition of a tax on stock divi- 
dends. until the beginnnig of next 
year. 

Equipments, motors and oils, as 
featured by Baldwin Locomotive, 
Stutz and Mexican Petroleum, led 
the sudden and vigorous advance 
towards the end, Baldwin gaining 
13 points and Stutz 20, while some 
two-score less prominent issues 
made net gains of 3 to 10 points. 

Crucible Steel and General Mo- 
tors, which again created much un- 
settlement by their erratic course, 
finished at comparatively nominal 
gains, after having fluctuated with- 
in a 10-point radius.
